ficred to the Memory of tho great and exceilen 
Philofophers, whofe generous Labours were all im- 
ploy'd in enlightening the Minds and mending the 
Hearts of their Fellow Creatures, and who Boldly 
explor’'d and happily difcovered new Worlds of 
Knowledge, in order to banifh Error and eftablith 
Truth, ‘The Newtons, the Boyles, and Lockes, Names 
which do honour to human Nature, were her con- 
{tant and intimate Companions, in her retir’d Hours, 
and She preferred that fmall but illuftrious Society, 
to ail the Magnificence of Courts, and Pomp of 
Power. 

Nxt to her Love for Learning and learned Men, 
Buildings and Gardens were her Delight ; a Tafte 
not = highly Ornamentai to thofe that are poffefs'd 
of it, but of great Benefit to the Publick, as it gives 
Support and Maincenance to a vaft Number of Arti- 
zans, Manufacturers and Labourers, who otherwile 
would bea Burthen to their Country, or be obliged 
to ly for Imployment abroad : The coftly Works that 
fhe caus’d to be donc, and the great Improvements 
that fhe made in the Royal Palaces and Gardens, will 
be _lafling Monuments off Nt¥ “Munificence ; for fhe 
{pared no Expence-ro gratify an inclinatioh, which at 
the fame time that it heighten’d the Luftre and Mag- 
hificence of her Court, gave Food to the Hungry, 
and Cloaths to the Naked. 

But the prevailing and darling Paffion of her Saul, 
and which fhe indulged herielf in to the greatelt 
Excefs, was jer Compaffion for thofe that were in 
Wanter Sorrow; all the ether Actions of her Life 
were direSted by the ftriéteft Rules of Reafon and 
Prudénce, but fhe could fet no Bounds to the exercit¢ 
of ‘her Humanity and Charity; no one ever returned 
from her Prefence but wich a glad Heart, for Mifery 
never lifted up its Voice in vain to Her ; the Poor, the 
Oppreffed, the Unhappy, all who came recoimmend- 
ed by their Griefs or Calamities (tor they needed no 
other Recommendation) were fure to meet with an 
Afylum in her; it required bur a {mall Portion of 
Virtus in her Efteem, to adminifter Relicf and Com- 
fort only to thofe that asked itof her, or whofe Anguifh 
or Misfortunes were pointed out toher. She had 
much higher Notions of Charity, and thought that 
foexalted a Virtue, ought to have a far nobler Pro- 
vince affigned it, anda much wider Field-to-aét-in; 
accordingly fhe was indefatigable in finding our 
oveces Diftrefs , She went down, ing the very 
Gelis-of Miftry and Weeichednefs, and foughe after 
the People of Affliction with as much Care and Affi- 
difity, as others fhun them; and whenever fhe ap- 
peared, fhe was like a good Angel to them; her 
Prefence immediately difpelléd the Gloom that fur- 
sounded them, ahd let in Light and Chearfalnefs 
upon them, , : 

Moxrrrrepes of Families that live in Credit and 


~ Plenty, have intirely owef.gheir Support and Sub- 


fiftence to her: Her's was not a tranfient, temporary 
Bounty, which only made a fingle Vifir, and never 
returned again, but a conftant, friendly Gucfl, who 
never forfook the Habitation that had been once 
favour'd with her Prefence: Her.Liberality was lilec 
a Stream, that was always running tn one even, uniform 
Courfe; while. thofe only that partook its Benetits, 
knew itsSource: This boundief§ and univerfal Bene- 
volence, left her only Rich in the Prayers and 
Bleffings of thofe that were fed and nourifhed by her 
Charities ; but at che fame time i¢ mult be admitted, 
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amiable Offspring, fo noone ever took more Care, nor 
widerftood better how to improve and perfeet thofe 
excellent Talents and perional Accomplifhments 
which Nature had (I had al not faid profulcly ) iavith’d 
upon them. She form'd their Minds im thett carlict 
Youth, for that thining Figure they were one Day to 
make, and that illuftrious Character they were to 
fuftain. Thole Principles of Virtue, Picty and 
Juttice, which now appear with fo much Luftre in 
every Branch of rhe Royal Family, were burt the 
natural Produce of a Soi! not only forich in irf-lf, 
but fo carefully culrivated by fo nice and skilful a 
Hand. 
_ Swe was fo juftly, and fo univerfally celebrated 
for her conjugal Virtues, that even the Perfection in 
which fhe enjoy’d them, renters it neceffary to draw 
a Vetl over that Part of her Chara@ter, and to throw 
in Shades thofe Excellencies which can never be 
brought to light without pietting the Roval Brealt, 
(already overwhelm’d with Grief) with new Ane 
guifhy and reviving in the Royal Mind, theft tender 
Affections, thofe fevere Affii@ions, thof@ parting 
Agonies, which it felt in thar birter Montent, when 
the laft Sigh iftued, and the laf Adieu waegiven. 
To conclude, in whatever Light we look tipon 
this imcomparable Princefs, wh-ther we confider her 
as a Queen, a Wife, a Parent, a Patronets of Arts 
and Learning, and a gericrous Benefactréfs co all in 
eneral ; we fhall fing that few, even of the moeft 
illuftrious Women that have wore Crowns, ever 
equall’d her, and that none ever excelled her, either 
in the Race of Glory, which fhe run in her Life, 


or in the Fortitude and Refignation that fhe fhewed 
in her Death.
